Rush Arraignment in 
Pas.

BUILDING PLANS TOLD BY 
BANK; PRESENT SITE IS 
SOLD TO S. M. HARDWARE 

Plans for construction of a modern new bank building and 
sale of its present building to the Sierra Madre Hardware com¬ 
pany were announced this week by Rollin C. Lewis, president of 
the Bank of Sierra Madre. The new building will be constructed 
in the near future on property with an 88-foot frontage betweei 
90 and 110 W. Sierra Madre Blvd. It was purchased by the Bank 
in 1945 and presently is used for off-street parking. 


The sale for an undisclosed 
sum of the building now occu¬ 
pied by the bank involves two 
of Sierra Madre’s oldest estab¬ 
lished business institutions. The 
bank’s expansion and building 
program together with the hard¬ 
ware company’s proposed re¬ 
vamping of its valuable 138- 
foot business frontage, includ¬ 
ing its new acquisition, may 
well be listed among the ma¬ 
jor business section develop¬ 
ments here since the Kersting 
Court buildings replaced the 
old Sierra Madre school. 

Plan Modernization 

Thomas M. Schwartz, presi¬ 
dent of the Sierra Madre Hard¬ 
ware Co., reports that store en¬ 
gineers are now at work on 
plans for modernization and 
advantageous use of the hard¬ 
ware company’s present build¬ 
ing, and newly-acquired bank 
building which includes the 
adjacent stationery store. While 
these plans are not complete, 
Schwartz says the hardware 
store will be moved to the bank 
location. 

Construction of the new bank 
building will get underway, 
Lewis says, as soon as possible 
after plans and specifications 
are completed. Occupancy in 
six months is hopefully antici¬ 
pated. 

The new structure will be ap¬ 
proximately 60 by 100 feet, af¬ 
fording, on the 310-foot-deep 
property, ample parking area in 
accordance with present-day 
bank building trends. 

The bank had its origin as 
the First National Bank in 1907, 
the year Sierra Madre incorpo¬ 
rated as a city. In 1922 it sur¬ 
rendered its charter as a na¬ 
tional bank to become the Sier¬ 
ra Madre Savings Bank, and in 
1946 changed its name to the 
present one. Among its present 
officers and directors are the 
sons of two men who figured 
in the bank’s early develop¬ 
ment. 

-They are David H. Allen, as¬ 
sistant cashier, son of H. E. Al¬ 
len, who was president when 
it became the Savings Bank in 
1922, and Rudolph Hartman, di¬ 
rector, whose father, F. H. Hart¬ 
man, was a director in the 20’s. 
W. H. Ingraham has continued 
as cashier since 1922. Other 
present officers and directors 
are: Lewis, president since 1936; 
A. E. Morgan, vice-president, 
an officer since 1945; and T. W. 
Neale and W. S. Hull, directors. 

Reflects Town's History 

The Sierra Madre Hardware 
Co. also reflects the history of 
Sierra Madre and- its records 
list as former owners some of 
the town’s pioneers. 

The business was founded in 
1898 as the Clark and Graham 


Hardware and Plumbing lo¬ 
cated at Lima St. and Central 
Ave. (now Sierra Madre Blvd.). 
In 1912 W. S. Hull, now a direc¬ 
tor of the bank, and C.W. Jones, 
Sierra Madre’s first mayor, 
bought Graham out and the 
store moved to its present loca¬ 
tion and assumed its present 
name. Later Fred Griebenow 
bought Clark out. In 1921 
Charldfc Klunk purchased Jones’ 
share and the company incor¬ 
porated. Officers at the time 
of incorporation were Griebe¬ 
now, Klunk and Hull. 

The corporation bought its 
present* building and parking 
area in 1922. In 1946 Schwartz 
bought the stock sold two years 
previously by Griebenow and in 
1947 Emile Smith, now vice- 
president, bought Charles 
Klunk’s stock. Sydney L. West- 
fall, now secretary - treasurer, 
became a member of the firm 
in 1950, the same year that 
Schwartz and Smith bought 
Hull’s stock. 

One of the company’s present 
employees, Clarence N o s h e r, 
has been with the firm for more 
than 30 years.

Debris Basins 
Dependent on 
Federal Funds 

Hiestand Presses for 
Emergency Measures 

Whether or not Sierra Madre 
will have the protection of de¬ 
bris basins in Auburn, Bailey 
and Carter canyons when next 
winter’s rains come, ainges on 
the appropriation of additional 
funds by Congress. 

Designs for the three debris 
basins should be completed by 
June a spokesman for the Army 
Corps of Engineers Los Angeles 
District Office informed the 
NEWS this week. “The con¬ 
struction schedule will be set 
as soon as funds are appropri¬ 
ated by Congress,” he stated. 

Soil mechanics, engineers and 
engineering geologists from the 
district office have just com¬ 
pleted subsurface explorations 
in the canyons named in con¬ 
junction with the design of the 
debris basins. 

Hiestand Contacts Senators 

In the meantime, Congress¬ 
man Edgar W. Hiestand has 
informed Sierra Madre Council¬ 
man Harold F. Roberts that he 
has contacted all members of 
the Senate Appropriation Com¬ 
mittee and held conferences 
stressing the urgency of the ad¬ 
ditional appropriations and the 
importance of scheduling the 
construction this summer. 

RoDerts previously had tele¬ 
phoned Hiestand to make the 
specific request that he interest 
the proper persons in imple¬ 
menting an emergency appro¬ 
priation of $700,000 to enable 
Army engineers to proceed with 
installation of the debris Dasins 
in advance of scheduled steps 
in the County Flood Control 
District’s comprehensive plan 
for flood water control. 

The scope of the Army engi¬ 
neers recently completed sub¬ 
surface explorations in the can¬ 
yons here included: 14 test 
holes at Auburn, eight at Bailey 
and 11 at Carter. Engineers and 
geologists, it is reported, en¬ 
tered the holes to examine geo¬ 
logical formations, conduct spe¬ 
cial field tests and obtain soil 
samples, all to determine the 
most suitable sites from engi¬ 
neering and economical stand¬ 
points. 

Bailey Largest 

The design for the basins will 
be similar to others constructed 
in L. A. County by the Corps 
of Engineers. 

Of the proposed structures, 
Bailey will be the largest. It 
will have a debris storage ca¬ 
pacity of 120,000 cubic yards 
which will be provided by an 
embankment 32 feet high and 
a basin excavated to a depth 
of 20 feet. 


The $110,000 water bond issue, 
Proposition No. 1 on the ballot, 
failed to pass for lack of the 
necessary two - thirds majority 
but a tax hike of up to 20 cents 
to establish funds for a City 
employees’ pension plan, re¬ 
quiring only a simple majority, 
was approved by a vote of 817 
to 747. The water bond vote 
was: “Yes” 882, and “No” 707. 


COUNCIL MEETINGS 

A regular meeting of the City 
Council scheduled for Tuesday 
night was adjourned, for lack 
of a quorum, to 8 p.m. tomor¬ 
row in City Hall. 

At an adjourned meeting of 
the present council at 8 p.m. 
Tuesday, April 20, election re¬ 
turns including absent voter 
ballots, will be canvassed and 
a resolution defining the results 
will be proposed. Following 
this the new councilmen will 
be sworn in and seated and re¬ 
organization, including election 
of a mayor, may take place at 
that time, according to the city 
attorney. 


A total of 1739 ballots was 
cast, considered good for Sierra 
Madre with approximately 4700 
registered voters. 

Pratt, who polled the only 
majority vote, (1002), of the 11 
candidates, will replace W. 
Murray Hawkins, an appointee, 
who did not run for election. 
The incumbents, Roberts and 
Louk, also appointees as of last 
summer, received 805 and 790 
•votes respectively. 

Here's Lineup 

Walter H. Goodwin, chief en¬ 
gineer at Sierra Engineering 
company, stood in fourth posi¬ 
tion with 510 votes and the 
other candidates lined up in 
the following order: Leroy H. 
Quackenboss, 414; Col. Charles 
R. Gil dart, 408; Neil K. Yarnell, 
393; Sidney B. Haupt, 281; 
James M. Stewart, 142; William 
W. Maloney, 122, and Argyle R. 
Luckenbill, 49. 

Not expected to affect the 
election results are the 58 ab¬ 
sent voter ballots filed with the 
City clerk prior to the election. 
These and six more which can 
be returned any time up to and 
including April 20, will be can¬ 
vassed that night, along with 
the precinct tabulations. 

Returns from the four con¬ 
solidated precincts were in the 
hands of City Clerk Marie War- 
fel by shortly after 11 o’clock 
Tuesday night and were speed¬ 
ily tabulated by more than a 
score of interested citizens gath¬ 
ered at City Hall awaiting the 
election results. 

Telephone inquiries were an¬ 
swered at the City Hall and 
the NEWS office up to mid¬ 
night.

We received a very nice letter 
from the one-time manager of 
the Sierra Madre Raiders, Larry 
Shepherd. Larry is now mak¬ 
ing his home in Pacoima. His 
letter is the first one to come 
to us concerning the baseball 
team. It was so long that 
we’ll only be able to use parts 
of it. 

* * * 

Naturally, if we were to have 
a team, one of our main wor¬ 
ries would be how would we 
get uniforms? "Larry tells us 
how he got them . . . "When I 
formed the 'Sierra Madre Raid¬ 
ers' semi-pro team, I purchased 
the uniforms of a team that 
was disbanding." Now he got 
a good break. Maybe we 
wouldn’t be quite so lucky, but 
we wouldn't have to ploy with 
uniforms at first. We could 
gradually earn the money. 

# * * 

Let’s see what he has to say 
about the ball field. . . . 'The 
S.M. ball field was started by 
the then Councilman, Henry 
Nuetzel. The field was a dump 
and had been condemned by 
people living across the line in 
Arcadia. Nuetzel proposed mak¬ 
ing a hall field out of the dump 
and enlisted the aid of the Si¬ 
erra Madre VFW. 

"The VFW matched the City 
dollar for dollar and supplied 
all the labor in getting the field 
started. When the field was 
considered fit to play on, I was 
picked to organize a ball team." 
There's another problem. There 
is nothing but weeds growing 
there now; it would take quite 
a bit of labor to get it back in 
playing condition. 

* * * 

“Now I have a few sugges¬ 
tions . . . before going all out, 
lay the ground work. (The 
actual forming of the team is 
the least of our worries). Sound 
out the City Council and the 
Recreation Commission for 
backing. To start without their 
okay would mean a quick end 
to a noble gesture. 

“Get the VFW to back you as 
much as they can. See Don 
Jackson, Roberts of Roberts Mar¬ 
ket, the Lions and the Kiwanis, 
etc. . . . See Judge Mead. When 
you get all the backing you 
can get, contact Ed Woodrich at 
261 N. Lima." 

* * * 

Another question that is 
hanging over us is what kind 1 
of a league will be join? Larry 
makes this suggestion . . . "Try 
to enter a municipal league if 
possible. I mean a league that 
has several small teams in 
your immediate vicinity. I'd : 
suggest not trying for the big 
teams to start with. If you 
joined the Southern California 
Baseball association, you would 
need financial backing and a 
lot of it. Besides, the night I 
withdrew the Sierra Madre 
team from the Southern Cali¬ 
fornia Baseball association due 
to no City backing, the asso¬ 
ciation voted not to accept an¬ 
other team from Sierra Madre 
unless I recommended it." 

Tony Pascoe, a player on the 
team, made a suggestion that 
we play in the same league as 
American Legion Post 280 is in, 
or something similar to that. 
That’s the best idea we’ve heard 
of yet. 

★ * * 

In closing, Larry tells us that 
we are in for a lot of work . . . 

“That baseball field represents 
one of the toughest years I ever 
had and I have a little black 
book with me that shows 56 
hours spent on the field in one 
month and that does not in¬ 
clude the preparation of the 
field prior to game time on 
Sunday afternoons. That net 
backstop alone nearly cost me 
my left hand when a pulley 
broke and the wire tore the 
whole top of my hand off (just 
skin). I stretched those wires 
by myself and knocked the 
clutch out of my car in the pro¬ 
cess.” 

We hope a thing like that 
will never happen again. If 
there is work to be done like 
that, everybody’s going to get 
in the act. 

* * *

"best of luck and hope you get 
lots of help."
